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FOREWORD 


Each year as the three annual exhibitions of the 
San Francisco Art Association appear succes- 
sively on the walls of the Museum a new group 
of artists takes its place for a while in public 
attention. To follow the development of these 
artists from year to year, to recognize new comers 
among them, to perceive the rise of new currents 
of expression and of influence and to watch the 
exhibitions themselves grow in scope and quality 
has become arecurring interest to San Franciscans 
concerned with the arts. 

The specialization each annual provides has 
proved stimulating. It allows undivided attention 
for all the mediums equally in their turn with the 
result that over a period of years the importance 
of the exhibition has notably increased. From 
exhibition to exhibition the character or the 
emphasis of the work changes according to the 
particular artistic personality of the elected jury 
of artists. This too is stimulating. Though each 
exhibition has generally speaking a consistency 
within itself, the successive annuals provide for 
varied points of view, and an expression that 
finds no place in one exhibition may well find 
prominence in the next. The fact that the jury 
consists of artists, elected by artists, who believe 
in their competence in performing the difficult 


and exacting task of choosing from many hun- 
dreds of submitted works the best representative 
group for the exhibition, assures the emphasis 
on technical performance which must underline 
any serious art exhibition. 

The task of selection is a difficult one which 
the jury performs with utmost seriousness, and 
with the determination to be rigidly just. This 
means, of course, that any given exhibition is 
composed of the work that in the considered 
opinion of the jury represents the cream of the 
material available. The quantity of work sub- 
mitted is always large. Much that in a less 
exacting exhibition could properly be included 
must here give place. In this present exhibition 
many new names and the distant places of resi- 
dence listed for the exhibitors are index of the 
impartiality with which choice has been made 
on the basis of the works alone. 

Once again the Museum takes pleasure in 
welcoming to its galleries an annual of the San 
Francisco Art Association and takes pleasure in 
presenting the artists included to the San Fran- 
cisco public.
